“With the defeat of Germany at 
Verdun came a turning of the tide 
in a successful British offensive. 
Previous British military efforts had 
been, comparatively speaking, minor 
operations or operations undertaken 
in support of the French. At the 
Somme we started our new work 
and really great, important work 
it was, although a great dea] of the 
contemporary effect of the Verdun 
defeat and of the Somme _ victory 
Was neutralized by Germany’s push 
into. Rumania. The Rumanian 
push, however, viewed in true hie- 
torical perspective, was merely a 
flash in the pan. The German mili- 
tary power already was on the de- 
cline and her offensive strength was 
nothing like that it had been the 
year before. 

THE SITUATION. 

“The end of 1916 found the situa- 
tion between the two great groups 
of contestants about equally  bal- 
anced, but with the scales leaning 
slightly in favor af the Entente. 

“The year 1917 has presented a 
still rosier picture. During the 
whole third year of the war Ger- 
many and her alliee everywhere 
have been on the defensive. The 
Turks lost Bagdad and the Sinai 
Peninsula. On Germany's eastern 
frontier, although the Russian revo- 
lution enormously weakened Rus- 
sia’s military power, Germany was 
incapable of taking advantage of the 
situation. On the Austrian front the 
Italians got in twe powerful! biows. 
In the west the British and French | 
struck repeatedly and the Germans 
have been powerless to answer back. 

“This is the pitiful state to which 
we have reduced the great power 
whose whole military gospel was 
summed up in the phrase, ‘vigorous 
offensive.’ Germany's military help- 
lessness. owing to the long strain on 
her mun power, material and re- 
sources, is such that today she bare- 
ly is able to hang on and her only 
hope is that she may find some way 
of similarly wearing us down and 
forcing us out of the war before we

ROME, July 28.—Reporting mili- 
tary operations on the dAustro- 
Italian front, the official statement 
issued today says:

FROM LONDON,

LONDON, July 28.——-The official 
report from British headquarters in 
France tonight read: 

“In the course of patrol encoun- 
ters in the neighborhood of Ypres 
we captured forty-seven ' prisoners, 
including two officers. There has 
been considerable artillery activity 
on both sides at various points along 
our front, especially north of the 
River Lys. 

“Yesterday morning the aerial ac- 
tivity was slight, but from 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon until dark it be- 
came very great. The fighting was 
intense. The day proved a marked- 
ly successful one for our airmen, 
who were able to take an unusually 
large number of photographs, 

“Our bombing squadrons, more- 
over, carried out many raids and 
bombed four of the enemy's air- 
dromes. 

“Some of our machines came down 
to very low altitudes at a distance of 
more than forty miles behind the 
enemy's lines. 

“Fifteen German machines 
crashed to earth; sixteen others 
were driven down out of control;

452,000,000 busH®is record production 
forecast for it because of poor seed 
and ecanty fertilizing, was issued 
today by Lou D. Sweet, the Colorado 
potato expert commandeered by the 
food administration. 

Municipal storage in city and 
towns is urged by Mr. Sweet to en- 
able producers to sell at a figure just 
to themselves and to erable the 
buyer, particularly the poor buyer, 
to buy as he needs, “without paying 
tribute to speculators or middlemen 
who control a certain amount of 
storage space.”

RULES FOR IMPORTS.

Otherwise they are lable to con- 
fiscation. Goods confiscated under 
this order will be at the disposal of 
the War Ministry. 
The Ministry of Commerce, in 
agreement with competent authority 
in other departments, will draw up a 
list of goods not affected by this de- 
cree. 
The new decree will come into | 
force from the day the customs au- 
thorities receive telegraphic notice. 
It will not apply, however, to con- 
signments proved to have been dis- 
patched within three weeks from 
the day the decree was published.

NATIONAL FORESTS 
RECEIPTS INCREASE.

FIRES IN OREGON

ST. HELENS (Or.) July 28.—A 
forest fire is sweeping the timber 
land section of Columbia county, 
north of here, according to reports 
received here today.

If the Allies couldn't break 
through the west front when Ger- 
many was throwing nearly her whole 
strength into Galicia and was leav- 
ing only a handful of men in 
Flanders, what chance have we to 
break through now that Russia is 
eliminated ? 

On the other hand, it is just as 
dificult for Germany to break 
through the west front. That was 
shown at Verdun when the Crown 
Prince made the crushing discovery 
that sauce for the goose is sauce for 
the gander. 

It would be uncandid, however, 
to pretend that we have as bright a 
prospect in view as have the Ger- 


RUSSIA ELIMINATED. 


With Russia eliminated, the 
Central Powers are in an enormously 
powerful position. 

I take it all eane American peo- 
ple, not afraid to look at the truth, 
realize that it will not be possible 
to bring about victory for ourselves 
by starving Germany. In possession 
of some of the richest granaries of 
Europe, Germany can stick it out til) 
Kingdom come in that regard. 

There is very little chance to beat 
Germany through a predominance 
of man power. A British journalist 
now in Los Angeles has made a 
special study of this matter. I have 
great faith in his honesty and judg- 
ment. He says that Germany's 
birth rate ie so near to her losses in 
killed and wounded that the Central 
Powers could adopt warfare as a

of men. We must also remember 
that the power which fights on the 
inside of a circle is always able to 
Sain more men by retiring: every 
step backward shortens the line and 
~ om requires fewer men to defend 


If we can’t starve them and can’t 
reduce the German man power to 
the point of helplessness, what can 
we do? 

We might gain possession of some 
strategic point of enormous impor- 
tance and thus win the war. 

To do this to advantage it seems 
to be axiomatic that we should be 
able to attack Germany on two or 
three sides at once, thus preventing 
her rushing her great armies to the 
threatened strategic point. To main- 
tain such a simultaneous attack, it 
goes without saying that Russia must 
be able to resume her military ac- 
tivities. 

In other words, can Russia come 
back? 


After a gust of sensational reports 
from London to the effect that the 
Russians were tearing through the 
German lines tn Galicia like a rat 
through a ladies’ sewing circle, we 
are now informed that the Russian 
offensive has collapsed. 


COLLAPSE FROM COLLAPSE. 


Of course, the Russian offensive 
has collapsed. Tt was due to col- 
There never was a chance 
for it to do anything else. The 
young War Minister Kerensky is an 
intensely interesting and romantic 
figure. By all story book rules he 
should have torn right through the 
German lines and should now be 
having his vodka in the wreck of the 
Kaiser's palace. But unfortunately 
this {s not a story we are mixed ir. 

Let wus try to be sane about 
Kerensky and the Russian offensive. 
To keep one man on the line of bat- 
tle requires the service of four other 
men behind the line. It was the 
fafiure of the four behind the line 
rather than the one man in the Rus- 
sian trerches which stopped Ker- 
ensky’s dash. 

No matter how gallantly this 
young knight dashes into the 
trenches: no matter how many regi- 
ments of heroic Amazons are organ- 
ized in Russia, the Slave will never 
be a real menace to Germany unt!!

perfectly stable; until the wheels of 
industrv are turning without a waver 
in Moscow and Petrograd. It ts 
feared that such a condition {fs far 
distant. Until then the Russian 
army will not be a real staff for the 
Allies to lean upon. 

If we cannot look to Russia for 
help, how does this leave us? 

e can never triumph over the 
Central Powers by force of arms un- 
til the power of the U-boat has been 
destroyed. We must pull the teeth 
of the sea shark. 

HOW TO Do IT. 

This can be accomplished only in 
one way; the submarine bases at, or 
rear Zeebrugge, Wilhelmshaven and 
Kiel must be destroyed. The people 
of this country have by this time 
probably wakened to the realization 
that that tiresome old blow-hard 
Thomas A. Edison was only listening 
to himself talk about the marvelous 
electrical instrumert with which he 
proposed to drive the submarines 
from the sea. 

It has been demonstrated that 
when a submarine once gets to sea 
the case is hopeless. The only way 
the under-sea boat can be destroyed 
is in the nest. 

The U-boat has many sources of 
weakness asa well as strength: its 
weakest point is that it has to re- 
turn at frequent intervals to refit 
and resupply itself at the home sta- 
tion.

TONG .. BEACH, July 28.—When 
Mayor William T. Lisenby of Long 
Beach rose to welgome the* («tho- 
lics of the Monterey and Los An- 
geles diocese on their annual picnic 
today, it is estimated his hearers 
numbered 20,000 persons. Mayor 
Lisenby’s cordial welcome Was re- 
sponded to by Otto J. Emme, presl- 
dent of the Catholic Association, in 
charge of the picnic. The pleasure 


seekers spent the day indulging in 
boat rides, surf and plunge bathing. 
athletics and dancing. 

For hundreds of the young men 
of conscription age who have been 
called on the first draft in Southern 
California, it was perhaps the last 
outing, for a few years, anJj they 
were bent on enjoying themselves to 
the utmost. 

The exhibition drill held at 4 
o'clock by the Young Men’s Ineti- 
tute and band under the comman. 
of Maj. Hugh O’Brien was one of 
the chief features of the afternoon's 
programme. 

The spirit of patriotism charac- 
terized the big souvenir programme 
and the official badges, which con- 
sisted of a picture of President 
T Wison, draped with red, white and 
biue ribbon. Patriotism was also 
the theme of the oration delivered 
by Judge Thomas P. White of Los 
Angeles, speaker of the day. 

LOYALTY ABOVE ALL. 


“The (first thought of Catholic 
people here today is the renewal of 
their obligations of loyalty to the 
country and to the President in the 
present crisis,”” said Judge White. 
The thought is also uppermost that 
this reunion probably’ will be theo 
last one for a number of our Cath- 
olic young men. 

“When the history of this war 
has been written I belleve that, as 
in the past, it will show that the 
Catholic people have contributed 
their part toward the overthrow: of 
autocracy and the victory of democ- 
racy as advocated by Lincoln, who 
sald that there could be no true 
Aemocracy except that in which the 
government exists by the consent of 
the governed.” 

In reviewing the part Catholics 
have played inthe wars of this 
country in the past Judge White re- 
called that during the administra- 
tion of George Washington, when 
the’ funds of the Revolution were 
practically exhausted, the friendly 
Sons of St. Patrick in Philadelphia 
donated $475,000 to the cause: that 
after Benjamin Franklin had gone 
to France and been unsucceseful in 
securing French aid for the United 
States, Bishop Carroll, of the Catho- 
lic church, whose cousin was one of 
the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, sailed to France and 
secured the services of Lafayette. 

Judge White also referred to 
Commodore Barry, “father of the 
American navy,” to Gen. Moylan, 
U.S.A., and to Chaplain Corby, of 
the Irish Brigade of the Civil War, 
who, prior to the charge of Fred- 


ericksburg, climbed upon a high 


boulder at the head of his regiment

LAZA BEST SITE 
FOR UNION DEPOT. 


T. E. GIBBON WRITES OF THAT 
 SPOT’s ADVANTAGES. 


Points to Report of Bion J. Arn- 
old of Chicago, Municipal Trans- 
portation Expert, Who Advo- 
cated a Joint Terminal at the 
City’s Original Center. 


LOS ANGELES, July 28.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] Not since the 
city of Los Angeles won her fight 
for a free harbor has anything oc- 
curred of so much’ tmportance to 
her present and of such lasting im- 


portance to her future as will ba 
the action of the State Railroad 
Commiesion in deciding upon the 
establishing of a union station and 
the elimination of grade crossings, 
now before that body. The site for 
a unién passenger station has al- 
ready been decided by Bion J. 
Arnold of Chicago, who is recog- 
nized as the greatest expert on mu- 
nicipal transportation in the United 
States, and has made plans for 
handling the transportation prob- 
leme of Chicago, New York, Pitts- 
burgh and other cities. 

He was employed by a commit- 
tee on the proposed municipal rail- 
road appointed by the City Council, 
of which the undersigned was chair- 
man, to make a plan for systematiz 
ing and co-ordinating all our mu- 
nicipa] transportation systems, in- 
cluding steam, urban and interurban 
Hines. In locating the union passen- 
ger station he was given the follow, 
ing as the controlling factors to be 
considered: 

First—A location that would be 
most convenient to the business cen- 
ter of the city and most easily made 
a part of future plans for the de- 
velopment and beautification of our 
city. 

Second—aA location that could be 
reached and used by existing lines 
of railroads without unreasonable 
expense to them. 

Third—A location that could be 
conveniently reached and used .by 
the proposed municipal harbor 
terminal railroad. 
_ Fourth—A location that could be 
reached and used by other lines of 
steam railroads desiring to enter 
Los Angeles, without excessive cost, 
so that the city could always keep 
a door ogen to such other railroads. 

At the time Mr. Arnold made his 
choice of a site for a union passen- 
ger station no private interests were 
pulling and hauling in the effort to 
have the location made to serve spe- 
cial interests. Only the best inter- 
ests of the city and all other par- 
ties were considered, subject to the 
foregoing factors. 

In a very carefully-prepared re- 
port, the result of months of elab- 
orate study of the problems in- 
volved, Mr. Arnold decided upon the 
Plaza section as the proper location 
for the proposed union passenger 
station. 

Some of his reasons for the de- 
cision are stated in his report, as 
follows: 

“Tf all of the competing transcon- 
tinental steam roads can be brought 
to consider a union depot, inde- 
pendent of the Arcade site, then the 
most natural thought in regard to 
this combined railroad entrance te 
the city is to have one grand, manu- 
mental portal with an appropriate 
setting of open spaces, parkways 
and surrounding buildings. 

“This gateway to the city should 
be convenient to the businese dis- 
trict. with plenty of main arteries 
leading to and from it: it should be 
easy of access from the street rail- 
wav system, and particularly in the 
care of Los Angeles, it should be a 
mixing chamber or clearing house 
between transcontinental and inter- 
urban passenger tre ‘fic. 

“Tt does not take a lengthy etudy 
of the plan of the city and its trans- 
portation requirements to discover 
that there is one site which is adapt- 
ed naturally to fulfill the recuire- 
ments of a grand central depot and 
transfer station, and this location is 


in the immediate vicinity of the 
Plaza. 
“The Plaza was the exact center 


of the original Spanish grant to the 
mission padres of one league each 


way from this central point, and 
this original area of twenty-eight 
square miles constituted the city 


limits of Los Angeles up toe the year 
1869 and was not materially extend- 
ed until the vear 1896. The Plaza 
was the starting point of all roads 
which lead tn various directions, fot- 
lowing in their meanderings the na- 
tural topography of the country. 
Then the street plan of the central 
part of the city was the outcome of 
efforts to parallel these original 
main highwaye. The result is that 
there f* no one site In the entire 


city which can be reached so easily 
from so many @ifferent directions as 


transportation naturally follows and 
accentuates primitive pathways, it 
would be but natural to have this 
original center of the older town 
come into its own as the permanent 
portal of the newer city which has 
grown up about it. 

“But there are many other rea- 
sons for favoring thie location for a 
union station. Here is already the 
beginning of a splendid ci?ic and ad- 
ministration center—with the Court- 
house, Hall of Records, 
and customhouse forming an im- 
Posing group of monumental! build- 
ings and qa crystallized sentiment 
that in this part of the city should 
be located the new City Hall, Fur- 
thermore, the businese section, in 
seeking unobstructed sites for mod- 
ern buildings, has been growing 
away from this original center. If 
values of property in this vicinity 
are not maintained by means of 
public improvement of this charac- 
ter, this part of the city will suffer 


from slow paralysis, and Loe Ange- 


les ts too young and active a city to 
afford such a contingency in any of 
its parts. 

“The natural lay of the land at 
this point allows for a double-deck 
station with the trains on the loweft 
level, while the broad streets and 
possible open spaces will allow for 
sub-surface subway stations and 
storage tracks at a minimum ex- 
pense. 

“The greatest opportunity exists 
here for the planning of a center 
of civic beauty and usefulness, 
which would hardly have an equal 
in all the efforts being made by the 
cities throughout the country to eur- 
round their public buildings with 
imposing settings.” 

It will be noted that Mr. Arnold 
introduces his findings on the union 
passenger station by saying: “If all 
the competing transcontinental 
steam roads can be brought to con- 
eider a union depot independent of 
the Arcade site, etc.” 

This was said because at that 
time the use of a union station 
could be brought about only by the 
mutual consent of all roads. ‘Since 
that time the law has, been 460 
changed that the State Ratilroad 
Commission now has the power to 
fix the site of a union passenger eta- 
tion best for all parties, including 
the city and the public, as well as 
the railroads, and to compel all the 
roads to join in building and using 
the proposed union station. 
Probably no site for a union sta- 
tion could ever be agreed on by all 
the roads that, while fair to them 
would also be fair to the city, in that 
it could be conveniently used by the 
municipal terminal railroad and 
would also keep the door open to 
other roads desiring to @¢ome into 
the city. 

This last consideration would 
probably not only be ignored by the 
roads at present in the city, Dut an 
effort would be made to so solve the 
problem as to keep out other roads. 
Such a result would be very natural 
and human. 

But as there are at the present 
time at least two other lines of 
transcontinental rallroade known to 
be looking toward Los Angeles, and 
others are sure to want to come in 
the future, this matter of keeping 
the door open is one of the most 
vital considerations for the city, and 
should be insisted upon by every 
citizen who expresses himself on 
the choice of the site for the union 
passenger station. And te Ahyone 
acquainted with the citv. there can 
be no doubt that this vital point is 
best served by the site selected by 


Mr. Arnold.

LONG BEACH SHIPBUILDER IS 
GOING TO WASHINGTON. 


> 


Will Confer with the Federal 
Shipping Board in Regard to Con- 
struction of Two Large Freight- 
ers to Cost About One Million 
Dollars Apiece. 


[LOCAL 

LONG BEACH, July 28.—John F. 
Craig, local shipbuilder, will leave 
for Washington, D. C., Monday to 
confer with the Federal Shipping 
Board in connection with negotia- 
tions for the closing of government 
contracts for two big steel] freighters 
of 9000 tons each, to cost more than 
$1,000,000 apiece. The vessels will 
follow on the ways after the launch- 
ing of the two 3900-ton steel steam- 


being constructed at the Craig plant. 

Providing no obstacles arise to 
defer the closing of the contracts, it 
will mean that Mr. Graig will be 
awarded the task of constructing 
two of the largest and most costly 
stee! ships ever contracted for on 
the entire west coast and exceeding 
close to 100 per cent. In size any 
ship ever built in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Ways of the new Craig plant on 
the harbor have been extended 80 
as to provide room for the con- 
struction of the two twin =-steel 
freichters Eldorado and Silverado, 
now under construction, simultane- 
ously. 

The keel plates of the Silverado 
were completed two weeks ago and 
the steel supports of the Eldorado 
are being laid this week, and will be 
completed by Saturday. These ves- 
sele will cost $450,000 apiece, The 
material for the framework and 
flooring of the ships, the building of 
which ts the next step In the con- 
struction of the craft, has arrived 
at the plant, and work will now be 
rushed on the ships.in order that 
they may reach completion by De- 
cember 1, launched and out of the 
way so the decks will be cleared for 
work on government contracts by 
the last of December of January 1, 
1918. 

The Silverado ts betne built for 
the Pacific Traneport Company, and 
the Fldorado for the Western Trans- 
port Company. 

Mr. Craig deents {ft possible, but 
not probable, that the government 
will take over the two vessels now 
under construction, owing to the 
fact that immediately upon comple-

wired Washington that the vessels 
are at the disposal of the govern- 
ment.

Other amusements, including the 
theaters and the motion pictures, 
will be affected by the general con- 
dition that the draft hits hardest 
where voung men have been most 
popular. The youthful male screen 
hero may be eclipsed now, since 
many are going or likely to go to 
the front. Women stars will per- 
haps, coincidentally, be given added 
luster. But here, as in England, it 
is expected the speaking stage, with

It is said dur- 
ing the past week the masters of 
two steam schooners have conced- 
ed this raise, and that this has de- 
termined the union longshoremen to 
make a demand for a general in- 
crease. 

The lumber companies are now 
paying 50 cents an hour and 75 
eents an hour for overtime. Man-

they will stand together to maintain 
the open shop; that the longshore- 
men will be treated reasonably and 
given wages at the present prevail- 
ing rates, but no dictation from the 
unions will be recognized.

The union agitators be- 
ilieve that with tse draft of men 
| for the army at hand, they will have 
a special leverage to use in forcing 
us to aceede to their demands and 
to recognize their unions, in order 
to hold employees. So far as we are 
concerned, we have determined to 
stand staunch and squarely for the 
open shop, even though it causes 
the closing of our mills” 

The mill *workers’ union repre- 


sents it has taken into its meniber 
ship more than 100 men during the 
past week. It has been making 
special concession in the iInitiat 
rate in order to attract member- 
ship. 

WHAT THEY INTENDED. 

The original plan for the August 
strike was to call out the milimen, 
the carpenters, the electricians ang 
the longshoremen. 

Now, however, the electrical 
workers have postponed their mové 
until September 1. Local No. 83) 
International Brotherhood of Bilec- 
trical Workers, has issued a letter t@ 
the electrical contractors of Los An- 
geles, stating that “on and after 
September 1 the scale of wages will 
be $5 per day of eight hours.” :

SPORTS MAY BE 
MORE POPULAR. 


Though Many Great Athletes 
Must go into Army. 


Public Likely to Play Games 
for Diversion’s Sake. 


--—- 


Effects Upon Coming College 
Season Problematic. 

The effect of the first draft on 
Sports in general will hardly be no- 
ticeable. The entrance of the United 
States into the great world war sev- 
eral months ago had a depressing 
effect. on sports, but they may be 


expected to become more popular 
rather than die ont. 
The tendency probabiv will be 


to increase sports in which the gcen- 


eral public mev participate as a 
means of recreation and exercise. 
Boxing. professional baseball and 


kindred forms of athletics will 
doubtless remain extremely popular 
as 4 means of recreation. 

Many great athletes have been 
drawn in the first draft, and their 


absence will doubtless be felt in 
those lines of athietics in which 
they were prominent, but. on the 


other hand, experience on the con- 
tinent has shown that people who 
never thought of plaving golf, ten- 
nis and similar eames will take 
them up during the war as a mat- 
ter of health betterment. 

Professional baseball will con- 
tinue on the Pacific Coast without 
the slichtest doubt. During the past 
few months «everal of the emalier 
professional leagues of the country 
have failed, partiv because of the 
lack of interest due to the war and 
partiv because of continued rainy 
weather throughout the East. 

Talk of failure, coupled with the 
poor showing of one or two teams, 
caused the interest in Coast League 
baseball to fade for several weeks. 
but durine the past month interest 
has nicked up from dA4v to day, un- 
til the last two weeks have seen 
some of the biewest crowds In the 
history of the game. 

SOME PLAYERS TO GO. 

Several of the younger players of 
all the Coast teams have been draft- 
ed, but all clubs are so fdértified with 
reserves that the quality of the game 
will in no way be affected. More- 
over, many of the players who have 
been drafted have families and prob- 
ably will be exempted for the pres- 
ent on that account. 

Jack Fournier, first baseman of 
the Angelis; Tom Seaton, new pitcher 
of the same team, and Zeb Terry, 
shortstop, were among the promi- 
nent local stars drawn in the first 
draft. Vernon loses Gus Gleich- 
mann, glittering first baseman, and 
other teams of the league are sim- 
llariy affected. Should these men 
go, the quality of baseball in the 
league will hardly be lowered, as 
there are high-class ball players to 
be had for the ase®ifig. due to the 
failure of other leagues in the East. 

Amateur sports of all kinds will 
hardly be affected by the draft, as 
they had already lost their punch, 
due to a panic.of patriotism on the 
paft of the colleges. No sooner had 
war been declared than the eastern 
colleges began calling off their base- 
ball, track and football schedules 
and things looked bad for amateur 
athletics. 

The rah-rah panic spread itself 
around to other sports, the golf as- 
s ciation called off all sectional and 
national championship tournaments 
and the tennis committee threat- 
ened to do the same thing. The 
Western Association was the only 
organization with nerve enough 
to hold ite regular title tournament. 

FUTURE UNCERTAIN. 
® When President Wilson learned of; 
the panic which threatened to cut 
of sports entirely, he publically an- 
nounced that it was his wish that 
sports of all kinds should be con- 
tirved throughout the war, and 
things began to look up. It remains 
to be seen, when the colleges open 
their doors in the fall, just how 
much genuine interest and com-eti- 


tion will appear on the varnus 
Cu MpPuses. 

When the university directories 
make their appearance, scores of 


names belonging to athletic heroes 
of the past will not be there to aid 


the dope-sheet flends. This sudden 
vecunm may bring eut a horde of 
wrinkled brows and the habitual 


hand-wringers will undoubtedly have 
a picnic.

the men who are drafted,” said 
Commissioner Owen. “According to 
our present policy we intend to get 
along with as few men as possible 
and if thirty or forty men are called 
to war we will simply keep their 
Jobs open. It is possible that we will 
find it necessary to declare even 
more positions vacant.” 

The draft applies to but two em- 
Plovees of the building inapector's 
department and these positions can 
be filled Without trouble. he en- 
gineering department, which is un- 
der the direction of the Board of 
Public Works, too, is retrenching 
since the resignation of Homer Ham- 
lin and whatever vacancies there 
may be in that department will not 
affect it, according to one of the of- 
ficials. 

Heads of other departments with 
headquarters at the City Hall de- 
clared the draft will not cause them 
any inconvenience. Among them 1s 
the harbor department, which em- 
ploys a large number ofémen. Sec- 
retary Matson said the department 
does not knew exactly how many of 
its men are subject to draft, but he 
said its policy of retrenchment will 
take care of the situation in any 
event. 

MANY LAWYERS TO GO. 

The draft will deplete the ranks 
of the lawyers of the city and county 
about 15 per cent. This is the esti- 
mate of Thomas Kobinson, secretary 
of the law library. The best infor- 
mation he has is that there are 1500 
practicing attorneys in the city and 
about 750 in the county. 

Recent graduates, law students 
and those breaking into practice are 
subject to draft. The number sub- 
ject to duty is about 300. The gen- 
eral impression has been that there 
are more than 3000 lawyers in the 
city and county. The City Directory, 
however, shows this to be a mistake. 

None of the Superior Court judges 
is liable to go to the front, because 
they are exempt, and none are with- 
in the age limit. Three have been 
in the service of the government, 
namely, Judge Wilbur, who was at 
Annapolis, and Judges York and 
Shenk, who smelled powder in the 
Cuban. and Philippine campaigns. 
These campaigners have offered 
their services to the country. 

Only two or three clerks of the 
Superior Court are subject to draft. 
In the County Clerk's department it 
is estimated that a half-dozen men 
will cover the loss. Two clerks 
have volunteered. The Civil Serv- 
ice Commission has not made a str- 
vev as vet and can give no estimate. 

Chairman Hamilton of the Board 
of Supervisors believes 100 will 
cover the number of employees in 
the county's service who must go. 
Most of the chauffeurs are eligible. 
The Hall of Record's elevator staff 
will be depleted, probably to the ex- 
tent of four or five men. 


COUNTY TO GIVE JOBS. 


In the county governmental de- 
partments the effect of the draft 
will probably be most felt in the 
HRumber of jobs that will fall open, 
to be filled for the ost part by 
the Civil Service Commission. It is 
said there will be no interference 
with the regular conduct of business. 

The county road department wil) 
suffer more losses in: men, in all 
probability, than anv other. Three’ 
of the district engineers, including 
Walter Moore, Jr.: A. B. Smith and 
Carl Wiraching, are included in the 
draft. A. KF. Burt, one of the as- 
sistant engineers: |. W. Soule, a 
shipping clerk, and A. R. Gunn, a 
foreman of construction, are listed. 
In addition to these there are about 
forty others in various branches of 
the work, mostlv construction men, 
who will have to answer.

MAYOR THINKS DYNAMITE 
WRECKED THE AQUEDUCT. 


ey ETURNING home yesterday 
R from an inspection of the 
aqueduct, Mayor Woodmar 


declared he is convinced that dyna- 
n:ite or some other powerful explo- 
sive was used in wrecking the big 
waterway at Neenach. He was not 
so sure of violence in connection 
with the break at Soda Springs, and 
said it might have been the result 
of natural causes. 

The Mayor said the ground at the 
Neenach break is so solid and hard 
that there is no reason for assuming 
that the giant hole was opened by a 
natural movement of the earth. He 
eaid all indications pointed to the 
use of a powerful explosive and that 
an investigation will be made upon 
that theory. 


At Soda Springs the ground is 
spongy and the wreck could have 
teen caused by a settling of the 
tunnel line. Both places have been 
repaired and it was expected vester- 
day that water will be turned into 
the tunnel today. __ 

e Mayor visited many of the 
streams tributary to the aqueduct 
and feels that the city will have an 
opportunity to develop a much 
larger water supply whenever it is 
needed.

NCE again the Russian offensive has caved in, crumbled, and Is 

now falling away before the Germans and Austrians. It is well 

to tell the truth down to the last grim detail. This war cannot 
be won in the offices of censors who minimize disasters, any more 
than it can be won by the bright young men in the employ of Josephus 
Daniels, who flamboyantly metamorphosed a mere gaval incident into 
& great American victory when two submarines were beaten off. It 
cannot be won by false reports; it cannot be won by abusing the 
enemy; it cannot be won by throwing hats into the air and cheering. 
It cannot be won by writing abusive.letters to unshackled journals 
which dare to publish the facts in the cause of truth. No. 
must look squarely into the lidless eyes of Truth and fight on— 
and on—and on.

: Her roadway into Germany is shorter to Berlin 
than at over which the Allies must journey from France and Bel- 
gium; and Russia had put into the fleld her largest army, strength- 
ened technically by engineers and aviators from England, France 
and America, furnished with munitions and officered by veterans.

Kerensky is called the ‘‘strong man,’’ the ‘‘dictator;’’ and 
respondents tell us that all look to him to save Russia. He is a 
strong man, a very strong man, or he would not be the dominant 
figure; and he is clothed with almost dictatorial power. But if he 
saves Russia from a separate peace and from successful revolution 
he will have defeated plans to which imperial Germany is bending 
every effort. A separate peace with Russia means not only remov- 
ing the pressure on the eastern front, but the opening of unlimited 
exports of food and minerals to Germany.

In Russia the Germans have found a fertile land in which to brew 
trouble. In the first place, there are in Russia some fifty races. In 
the next, Russian officials have always been notoriously susceptible 
to bribes. And the masses are ignorant and easily herded into fac- 
tions. The Czar maintained unity by an elaborate spy system, su- 
perstitious exhortations of priests, and the standing army. On the 
other hand, the Russians are brave and patriotic; but whom shall 
even the brave and patriotic follow when so many contending voices 
urge them this way and‘that? And in this chaos there are leaders 


| demanding peace at any price; others stirring up a counter-rebellion 


to replace the royal family; many demanding a fighting republic, but 
few in agreement as to the power—and salary—that shall be con- 
ferred on each. Kerensky, as Premier, as Minister of the Marine 
and Military departments, is the head of the provisional governmen:< 
and dictator. But under his—as yet unestablished—authority are 
nearly 200,000,000 people, by no means of one mind; and though 
his hand Is strong and his measures are drastic, he can at best hope 
to do little more for a long time than to keep Russia from making a 
separate peace. Under Kerensky’s policy of ‘‘blood and iron,’’ Gen. 
Kornilioff turned his artillery on a. defected division and blew it to 
pieces; courts-martial on every side are consigning to death trai- 
torous officers and severely punishing deserters; and all that an iron 
hand can do !s being done to terrify those who think of dishonorable 
peace or touch German gold. 
victories; they cannot fight with courage simply because desertion 
will mean that their own artillery will be turned against them. 

That is the situation. We have not exaggerated and we are not 
pessimistic, though to-some extent every American who joyfully 
hailed the overthrow of the Romanoffs, and more recently exulted 
over the advance into Galicia, is disappointed. But we can have 
little hope of victory through arms other than our own. France and 
Italy long ago reached and passed the maximum of their offensive 
strength. Great Britain is rapidly reaching her ultimate effort. Those 


countries have fought, and are continuing to fight, a great war In a 
great way. When we have huried ourselves as fiercely and unre-~ 


servediy onto the battlefields, victory will not be far in the future. 


We are in this war as deeply as any of Germany’s age-old ene- 
- mies of Europe. Our punishment will be as swift and rigorous if we 


fail. We must summon every man and every dollar and every pound 
of food, and hit with the full weight of the nation behind the biow. 
And we will not fall. We cannot. The history of wars is old; but 
it is not recorded anywhere that those people who fought heroically 
on through disasters and discouragement for the liberties and free- 
dom of mankind have ever failed. War isterrible. Its agonies rack 
nations and its sorrow burdens pitilessly every heart in every home; 
but all that civilization holds precious has been paid for on battle- 
fields with blood and bones. -And America now fights for what is 
far dearer to every man and woman than life. 7

A‘ THIS time the control of the shipping Industry Is of an import- 


ance that cannot be easily exaggerated; but the Shipping Board 
wrangled over.certain essential theories, and President Wilson 
called for the resignation of all directors. At first glimpse, that may 
appeal to some people as a sensible way for the President to har- 
monize inharmonious boards. But on reflection one begins to see 
that it Is a rather evasive way for the President to meet a difficulty; 
that he has not accomplished a thing cept the dismissal of men 
who had made themselves conversant with the emergency, and re- 
placed them by other men who will have to begin at the bottom. The 
vital issue over which the Shipping Board split has not been decided. 
The issue Is simply this: Certain civilian members of the board 
wished to construct wooden ships. Gen. Goethals, whose judgment 
and energy were definitely upheld by a former President when cer- 
tain civilian members of a board opposed and tried to oust him, and 
who was permitted to construct the Panama Canal when other civil- 
lans had ignominiously failed, opposed the construction of wooden 
ships for very explicit reasons. He said England wished us to 
build wooden ships In this emergency so that they would not last to 
be her merchantmen competitors when the war was over; that it was 


not cheaper or easier to build wooden ships than those of steel un- 


der untform construction; and that the supply of available timber 
was not adequate for the need. : 

Now, elther Mr. Denman or Gen. Goethals was correct In his view. 
Either was competent for the work. The new board will either bulld 
wooden ships or it will bulld those of steel. If all the directors of 
the new board are in agreement we will have one kind or the other. 
In other words, if England can hoodwink the new board as it failed 
to hoodwink Gen. Goethals, President Wilson will be satisfied be- 
cause the new board will be harmonious and work together. 


It seems tH&t when confronted by such an Important issue Presi- © 


dent Wilson would better have assured himself as to which faction 
of the old board advocated the most practical measures, and then 
upheld them instead of evasively creating a new board. . 


HE embargo which the United States has placed on shipments 


to neutral countries Is stirring the neutrals to acrimonious com- 

ment. Our government’s purpose, of course, is to keep them from 
profitably passing shipments on into Germany. The embargo is nec- 
essary; it is one of the exigencies of war; but we must not forget that 
we left the ranks of the neutrals and entered those of the Allies 
largely because Germany !nsisted that the U-boats were necessary to 
her salvation. There is a difference between murdering neutrals and 
placing them on rations, eVen the slimmest of rations. And though 
the source of the neutral complaints may be directly traced to the 
pocketbooks of neutral merchants who have waxed fat as German 
traders, we should remember that they have a specific grievance; a 
grievance similar to that which we aired with considerable acerbity 
when England imposed her blockade and cut us off from commerce 
with Germany early in the war. It makes a vast difference whose bull 
ts gored, and the Scandinavian countries are inclined to fee! quarrel- 
some over our emergency measure. But we must keep our temper. 
England long ago made those countries hostile to her by arrogance 
in the blockade; and though we shall not, even at the cost of open 
war, allow them to remain purchasers for the enemy, we should be 
careful not to precipitate them into the ranks of the Central Powers.

NCIEST PRICE FIXING. 

Price-fixing by government is not a 
new device. Diocletian, the Roman Em- 
peror, tried his hand at it 1614 years ago. 
He issued a decree the translation of which 
it as follows: 

“For if the raging avarice . which, 
without regard for mankind, increases and 
develops by leaps and bounds, we will not 
say from year to year, month to month or 
day to day, but almost from hour to hour, 
and even from minute to minute, could be 
held in check by some regard for modera- 
tion, or if the welfare of the people could 
calmly tolerate this mad license from which, 
in a situation like this, it suffers in the 
worst possible fashion from day to day, 
some ground would appear, perhaps, for 
concealing the truth afid saying nothing: 
: but Inasmuch as there is only seen 
a mad desire, without control, to pay no 
heed to the needs of the many 3 ae 
seems good to us, as we look into the fu- 
ture, to us who are the fathers of the peo- 
ple, that justice intervene to settle mat- 
ters impartially, in order that that which, 
long-hoped for, humanity itself could not 
bring about may be secured for the com- 
mon government of all by the remedies 
which our care affords. Who. is of 
so hardened a heart and so untouched by 
a feeling for humanity that he can be un- 
aware—nay, that he has not noticed—that 
in the gale of wares which are exchanged 
in the market or dealt with in the daily 
business of the cities an exorbitant ten- 
dency in prices has spread to guch an ex- 
tent that the unbridled desire of plundering 
is held im check neither by abundance nor 
by seasons of plenty!” 

With this preamble Diocletian issued a 
decree visiting with the death penalty any 
man who should charge higher prices than 
those prescribed in the decree and similar- 
ly punishing any who should conspire to 
buy below the price fixed, and dooming to 

a similar fate those “who, having articles 
necessary for daily life and use, shall have 
decided hereafter that they can be held 
back, since the punishment ought to be 
even heavier for him who causes need than 
for him who viojates the laws.” 

The price fixed by the Emperor's decree 
for meat was 8 denarii an Italian pound; 
for fat, 12 denarii,’and for sea fish, 24 de- 
nariia pound. But for a fatted cock pheas- 
ant 250 denarii might be charged, or a 
fat goose 200 denarii, and for a lean goose 
100 denarii. 

The wages of mortar-makers and other 
common laborers were fixed by the decree 
at 50 denarti per day. The workman could 
buy six pounds of beef or mutton with a. 
day's wages; but if he wanted a fat goose 
he had to work four days to earn the money 
with which to purchase one. 

Diocletian made a failure of price-fixing. 
Lactantius says of his edict: 

“And when he had brought oa a state of 
exceeding high prices by his different acts 
of injustice, he tried to fix by law the prices 
of articles offered for sale. Thereupon, for 
the veriest trifies, much blood was shed, 
and out of fear nothing® was offered for 
sale, and the scarcity grew much worse, 
until, after the death of many persons, the 
law was repealed from mere necessity.” 

A thousand years later in England a sim- 
flar futile attempt was made to so regulate 
the prices of products that benefits would | 
accrue to the consumer. | 

In our own country, in 1777, when ag in- 
flated currency had resulted in a burden- 
some advance in prices, Congress passed 
laws “to prevent the present fluctuating 
and exorbitant prices.” 

With respect to this legislation John 
Adams wrote: “The attempt of New Eng- 
land to regulate prices is extremely popu- 
lar in Congress, but fcr my own part I ex- 
pect only a partial and temporary relief 
from it, and I fear that after a time the 
eyils will break forth with greater violence. 

matter will flow with greater rapidity 
for having been dammed up for a time.” 

Other statesmen of that day were op- 
posed to legislative price-fixing. A writer 
in the Connecticut Courant in 1777 made 

the following statement: “As to the scheme 
of supporting the money and regulating the 
prices of things by penal statutes, it always 
has beer and ever will be impracticable in a 
free country, because no law can be framed 
to limit a man in the purchase or disposal 
of property but what must infringe those 
principles of liberty for which we are glo- 
riously fighting.” 

In an interesting discussion of the causes 
of the fearful famine of 1770 in Bengal 
John Fiske pofnted out that bungling legis- 
lation interfering with the normal rise in 
price had much to do with the causation 
of that terrible tragedy. He said: 

“The enforced lowness of prices prevent- 


on the part | 


of the citizens. Nobody felt it nec- 
essary to economize. Everyone 
bought as much bread and ate it as 
freely as if the government, by in- 
suring its cheapness, had insured its 
abundance. So the city lived in high 
spirits until all at once provisions 
gave out, and the government had 
to step in again to palliate the dis- 
tress which it had wrought. By in- 
terdicting what it was pleased to 
term the monopoly of grain, it pre 
vented prices from rising at once to 
their natural rates. The province 
had a certain amount of food in it, 
and this food had to last about nine 
months. Private enterprise, if left 
to itself, would have stored up the 
general supply at the harvest with a 
view to realizing a larger profit at a 
later period in the scarcity. Prices 


_woukd in consequence have imme- 


diately risen, compelling the popu. 
lation to reduce their consumption 


from the very beginning of the 
dearth.” 


If farm laborers are not exempted 
from conscription; if the prices of 
farm machinery, of seed and of 
binding twine are increased; if Chi- 
nese labor is excluded; if the farm- 
er must pay double the accustomed 
prices for such labor as he is able 
to obtain, and he is compelled by 


law to sell the product of his farm 


at a fixed price that will make it 
unremunerative for him to produce, 
he will not produce. He will plow 
and plant a decreased, instead of an 
increased, number of acres. Thefe 
will be an inadequate supply of 
food for home consumption and no 
food for exportation to our allies.

“Grain was bulky; grapes would 
sour, and here was invented the first 


fof the grape and the starch of the 
wheat, boiled down to form a sweet 
paste, was the result. 


“The legend goes on to say that 
the sons of Noah took this paste 
with them to the countries that 
were to be their homes, and, finding 
it: good to sustain life on thetr jour- 
ney, continued to make it, even after 
they had found their new home and 
food was plentiful. 

“Each tribe had its official con- 
fectioner, who closely guarded his 
secret recipe for making the par- 
ticular kind that had made him fa- 
mous. Even today in the oriental 
countries these recipes are just as 
jealousiy guarded. They were never 
written out, but have been handed 
down by word of mouth from gen- 
eration to generation. 

“The wives of King Solomon were 
probably as fond of candy as the 
beauties of the later-day harem, or 
the maidens of today. Perhaps they 
also ate sugar-coated almonds and 
found them good; for, after the 
paste, the next form of confection 
seems to have been sugar-coated 
nuts, and, as almonds are the first 
edible nuts spoken of in history, it

FILM MAKERS PROBE HISTORY 
FOR NEW THEMES. 


By Grace Kingsley. 

Ever since the stupendously-sen- 
sational success of D. W. Griffith’s 
“The Birth of a Nation,” picture 
Producers have evidently been con- 
vinced that unlese they deliver 
themselves of a historical feature at 
least once a year, they will lose 
caste. Certainly, history opens a 
tremendously fertile field in which 
to grow photo features, and more 


and more the producers are eager- 


ly scanning the pages of the past for 
suitable material with which to 
»ring the story of the ages to life. 

There were some very funny 
“flivs” among the first historic pic- 
tures, and others in which 
anachronisms marred otherwise 
geod productions.

“Cabiria,” “The Last Days of 
Pompeit” and “Quo Vadis” were big 
features which sold well, but it was 
not until “The Birth of a Nation” 
that it was discerned how the hu- 
man and vital significances of the 
race could be transferred to the 
screen in their relations to history. 
Even Griffith himself in “Intoler- 
ance” did not duplicate the human 
interest and appeal of his first great 
picture. 

Now American history is to be in- 
vaded for subjects of picturization 
under the Fox banner, according to 
the announcement of William Fox, 
who states his intention to present a 
number of photoplays, 
founded on incidents and personali- 
ties familiar to every school child.

Argues that the Peace Party in 
the United States has a Right to 
be Heard—The Privileges Con- 
ferred by the Constitution—De- 
cision of the Supreme Court. 


LOS ANGELES, July 24. — [To 
the Editor of The Times:} The 
charge to the grand jury by Hon. 
Benjamin F.. Bledsoe, judge of the 
United States District Court, was 
published in the morning papers of 
Los Angeles on July 18. The Times 
in commenting thereon says: 

“For all persons who have op- 
posed America’s participation in this 
war now is the time to still both 
tongue and opposition or else get 
out of the country. This is the bur-

In 
time of stress and strain, in the 
face of unusual and tremendous 
emergencies, such a one as now 
confronts ua, the ordinary rules 
of conduct are no longer appli- 
cable. The law of self-defense, 
which is our authority and jus- 
tification for getting into this 
very war, is itself a law of 
emergency; it presupposes that 
ordinary rules that govern con- 
duct and actions ve been 
swept aside and that the char- 
acter of the emergency actually 
presented determines in @ great 
degree the character of the rem- 
edy to be employed. A few 
mohths ago the propriety of our 
joining in the war then being 
waged was open to debate. To- 
day the debate has been closed. 
“To the forceful prosecution 
and successful termination of 
this war we have as a nation, 
through our Chief Executive, 
pledged ‘our lives and our for- 


tunes, everything that we are 

and everything that we have.’ 

With the lives and the fortunes 

of our loved ones and of our- 

selves hanging in the balance, 
depending upon a complete 
unity of purpose, a harmonious 
concert of action, we cannot af- 
ford, out of consideration of 
, mere self-defense, to brook op- 
position to the common purpose — 
or to suffer open objection to 
the common intent. 

“It follows, therefore, that 
anyone who may have in times — 
past, for any cause, been op- 
posed to this war must needs 
now still his voice and his op- 
position or else betake himself 
out of our midst and out of our 
minds. We have a stern, un- 
yielding and ruthless enemy to 
fight abroad; it is our purpose, 
as it is our duty, not to be dis- 
tracted or dismayed by disturb- 
ing and dissentient influences at 
home,” 

Judge Bledsoe is an able jurist and 
a high-minded citizen. But judges 
are human and sometimes make mis- 
takes. In this case Judge Bledsoe 
has made a grievous mistake, 

He does not so state in terms, but 
the meaning of his charge must be 
“that in time of stress and strain, in 
the face of unusual and tremendous 


® | emergencies, such a one as now con-

anteeing the people certain personal 
rights are not in force, but that the 
government of the United States has, 
by foree of circumstances, become & 
sort of autocracy, whereby the 
President of the United States is a 
military and civil dictator, whose 
acts and policies no citizen must be 
allowed to criticise; and that even 
the United States courts, the guard- 
fans of the liberties of the people, 
will exercise some sort of reserved 
power, not expressly delegated to 
them by the Constitution, to stifle 
any public or private expression of 
opinion that is in any manner in dis- 
agreement with the acts and policies 
of the administration in the conduct 
of the war. 

At times Secretary Stanton, dur- 
ine the Civil War, together with 
many Republican leaders and the 
anti-slavery press, gave expression 
to somewhat similar doctrines. These 
ideas, however, did not receive the 
approval of President Lincoln and 
were uniformly repudiated by the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Améng the rights expressly guar- 
anteed to the people by amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the 
United States are the following: 

“Congress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of reli- 
gion, or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof; or abridging the freer 


the right of the peop 
to assemble, and to petition the gov- 
ernment for a redress of grievances.” 

Other amendments to the Consti- 
tution provide: That criminal 
prosecution shall be based only on

nor be compelled to be a witness 
against himself; nor be deprived of 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law; for public trials in 
criminal cases by ari impartial jury; 
that excessive bail shall not be re- 
quired or excessive fines imposed, 
nor cruel and unusual punishments 
inflicted. 

It should be observed that the 


guaranteed to the people by our 
Constitution, are all precisely on the 
same basis, and that if one of those 
rights can be arbitrarily impaired or 
taken away, the same thing can be 
done with any and all of them. : 

Under ordinary circumstances and 
there is seldom 
any danger that the people will not 
be accorded all their rights. It is in 
times of “stress and strain, in the 
face of unusual and tremendous 
emergencies” that the courts should 
be most zealous in protecting the 
liberties of the people. 

This principle is stated with great 
force dnd eloquence by the Supreme 
Court of the United States in Ex 
Parte Milligan, decided at the De- 
cember term of that court in 1866, 
4 Wallace, 119. 


In that case Milligan had been| 


tried, convicted and sentenced to 
death by a military court. The Su- 
preme Court of the United States, 
in its opinion in that case, says: 


“No graver question was ever 
considered by this court,.nor one 
which more nearly concerns the 
rights of the whole people, for it 
is the birthright of every Amer- 
ican citizen when charged with 
crime, to be tried and punished 
according to law. 

“If there was law to justify 
this military trial, it is’not our 
province to interfere; if there 
was not, it is our duty to declare 
the nullity of the whole proceed- 
ings. The decision of this ques- 
tion does not depend on argu- 
ment or judicial precedents, 
numerous and highly illustra- 
tive as they are. These preced- 
ents inform us of the extent of 
the struggle to preserve liberty 
and to relieve those in civil life 

- from military trials. The found- 
ers of our government were fa- 
millar with the history of that 
struggle; and secured in a writ- 
ten Constitution every right 
which the people had wrested 
from power @uring a contest of 

y 


“These securities for personal 
liberty thus embodied were such 
as wisdom and experience had 
demonstrated to be necessary 
for the protection of those ac- 
cused of crime. And so strong 
was the sense of the country of 
their importance, and so jealous 
were the people, that these 
rights, highly prized, might be 
denied them by implication that 
when the original Constitution 
was proposed for adoption it en- 
countered severe opposition; 
and, but for the belief that it

, under restraint, and seek by 
sharp and decisive measures to 
accomplish ends deemed just 
and proper; and that the prin- 
ciples of constitutional liberty 
would be in peril, unless estab- 
lished by irrepealable law. The 
history of the world had tau 
them that what was done in 
past might be attempted in the 
future. The. Constitution af the 

Unked States is a law for rulers 

and people, equally in war and 

in peace, and covers with the 
shield of its protection all classes 
of men, at all times, and under 
all circumstances. No doctrine 

, involving more pernicious con- 
sequences, was ever invented by 
the wit of man than that any of 
its provisions can be suspended 
during any of the great exigen- 
cies of government. Such a doc- 
trine leads directly to anarchy 
or despotism, and the theory of 
necessity on which it is based 
is false; for the government, 
within the Constitution, has all 

the powers granted to it which 
are necessary to preserve its 
existence, as has been happily 
proved by the result of the great 
effort to throw off its just au- 

thority.” 3

What 
will they obtain from -the success- 
ful prosecution of the war, other 
than honor and glory? If ever a 
knight, in the days of chivalry, en- 
gaged in a combat for which his 
only guerdon conld be honor and 
glory, the American people are so 
engaged today.

PATIENCE MAY RUN OUT. 


Herr Scheldemann was called to 
order when he uttered the word 
“revolution” from the tribune of the 
Reichstag.

But it would 
be childish to refuse to see that we 
might go so far ifthe men who hold 
the destinies of the German empire 
in their hands do not show themselves

them. For the moment might very 
well come when they must recog- 
nize with terror that it is too lIate 
and that the patience of the Ger- 
man people has at last run out.

Those Reichstag Deputies who 
applauded the Chancellor do not 
appear to dream what impression 
this attitude of the German Impe- 
rial Chancellor and of the majority 
of the Reichstag will make abroad, 
“both among belligerents and neu- 
trals, and what consequences it will 
have. It will confirm them more 
than ever in the conviction that 
Germany seeks conquests in the 
war, and that if its government re- 
fuses to declare itself unambigu- 
ously regarding its war aims, the 
only possible reason for this refusal 
is that these war aims are so far- 
reaching and so unacceptable to the 
Entente Powers that Germany can 
reach them only when she has com- 
pletely and finally overcome all her 
enemies. 

SIGNIFICANT WORDS. 

That, with these convictions, noth- 
ing else remains for her enemies 
than to continue the fight with all 
their resources is obvious. There 
can be no more talk of peace until 
the one or the other of the two 
great enemy groups has come to the 
end of its powers through ioss of 
men and economic ruin. But the 
German people will then be clear 
on whom the responsibility lies for 
further bloodshed and suffering. 
And when once the day of settle- 
ment comes, then no call to order 
will any more suffice to prevent all 
those who are guilty of this crime 
from betnge brought to fudement. 
Thorough as the German is, he will 
take care to make the settlement 
thorough. I am convinced that. 
from many sides, my unvarnished 
account of the situation, as I see it, 
will be set down to want.of patriot- 
fem. I must take this reproach as I 
have taken similar reproaches be- 
fore, in the consciousness that I 
serve my people best if T tell them 
the truth. A strong people must also 
be able to bear the truth.

Renaissance, and I am not sure that 
he will not prove the most valuable, 
to Ireland. He is not convinced that 
infallibility rests with the Irish, nor, 
for that matter, with the Pope. He 
has his doubts about a great many 
things, and doubts are, as I have 
said, what the Irish need. 

Of course, there are some Irish- 
men of letters who have not the 
Irish temperament, but those I do 
not count as being so very valuable 
to Ireland, because the Irish de not 
understand them, and simply cal! 
them traitors or perverts. George 
Moore, for example, is an Irishman 
with a French temperament. His na- 
tive soil is Ireland and his native soul 
is as pagan as anything can be. He 
is Hellenic, and the Irish do not 
know what to do with him. He 
shocks them and astonishes them, 
and they hate anything which aston- 
ishes them. But with Joyce it is dif- 
ferent. He has the mysticism of the 


peace Irish combined with the realism of 


the Russian author of “Sanine.” 
There is an amazing affinity between 
this new Irishman and the realistic 
Russians and French. There is noth- 
ing in Gorky, Zola or Artzibasheff 
which goes beyond this writer in 
revolting accuracy of horrific detail; 
and he is at the same time a poet 
of the misty and mystic sort that 
accustomed to fea in Ire- 

n 

The book, which is a; expression 
of Joyce as he has taken the trou- 
ble to know himself, is “A Portrait 
of the Artist as a Young Man” 
(Huebsch,) which is a story of the. 
author’s soul and mind from child- 
hood to young manhood. The boy 
was a Catholic and placed at 
an early age in a college, where he 
was left a boarder. He turns the 
light with sudden vivid flashes upon 
his inner self, and describes how, at 
the age of 16. he began a sort of 
vague surreptitious sinning, which 
preyed upon his mind and forced 


basement. Then came a retreat at 
the college. A retreat means a se- 
ries of sermons which are calcu- 
lated to make the attendant think 
upon his sins and repent of them, 
and they are (not the sins. but 
the sermons,) pretty discouraging, to 
gay the least. I mean they are dis- 
couraging until the sinner repents, 
and then he has that sense of hav- 
ing been absolved and washed clean. 
which is certainly orie of the most 
delicious sensations tn the world. 
Well, the young Stephen, that ts the 
mame of the figure in the book, at- 
tends the retreat and hears what 
is likely to become hereafter of the 
young man who sins. There 
some sermons in the book which 
outdo anything that Billy Sunday 
could begin to express, so flowing 
and spontaneous is the language. 
The sermons have the direct effect 
upon Stephen, who decides that un- 
less he confesses and mends his 
ways he will suffer eternal 
ments. So abso 
sige the idea of hell that his mind 

Is almost unbalanced with fright 
and despair, but before it gives way 
entirely he manages to get to the 
confessional an4 tell the missionary 
priest his sins. He is given the usual 
admonition to do better in future, 
with a little spiritual talk, and 
leaves the confessional absolved and 
earryvine the lightest heart in the 
world. The relief ts tremendous, and 
the young man becomes the most 
devout Catholic tn the college. He 
avoids temptation at any cost, and 
devotes his time to satudy and to 
prayer. At firet all goes well with 
him, and he feels that he has been 
saved, mentaliv, morally and physt- 
cally, from everlasting death. 

Thies phase lasts for some vears, 
and during these vears Stephen ad- 
vances in development of an intel- 
lectual and gespiritual sort. He is tn- 
trospective, and a student of him- 
self and of human nature as he 
finds it. He grows in every way, as 
a fruit ripening. Then one day 
when all the past horror has heen 
left far behind and the effect of his 
cowardice and terror have worn off 
as much as they ever could, Stephen 
finds himself out tn the fields. walk- 
ing alone the side of a brilliant 
stream. Suddenly his eve lichts upon 
a young girl who ts standing in ut- 
most unconsctousness and simplicity, 
her ekirts Iffted to the knee. In the 
water. Stephen. has a sudden vision 
of the pagan beauty of the picture, 
and with it of the beautv of natural, 
simple living. A tremendous faith tn 


young faun, he leaps over the 
ground (T don’t remember whether 
he actually leaps or not, but that 
is the effect upon the tImagination 
of the reader, so great is the sense 
of freedom from slavish attitudes) 
—he leaps, not toward the gtri in 
the stream for that would be too 
concrete, but along the shore, some- 
where, anywhere, to life and a sim- 
ple, childlike faith tn all the joy 
that life can offer. 

Surely Joyce must be a student of 
the author of “Sanine.” There is too 
much simflasity in the sense of free- 
dom which Stephen comes to feel, 
and that which Sanitne feels all 
through his life. There fe the same 
perfect faith tn the ultimate per- 
fection of life. and the same throw- 
ine off of all cloying beliefs: the only 
difference being. and that is the 
vital point of the book, the dead 
weight which the Irishman has 
carried, as compared with the free 
feonoclasm of the Russian. 


When a Russian does not Itke life 
as he finds it, he does not hesttate 
to eny so, and ff he continues to 
dislike it, he does not hesitate to 
put an end to it, while the Yrish- 
man is in the equivocal position of 
having to pretend that he likes it, 
or at least to believe that if every- 
hody behaved as well as he does 
himeelf it would all be very fine. 
The Irish are 1 of scorning 
life. while they do not hesitate to 
scorn humanity. They seem to feel 
that the origin of life may be 
sacrea and perfect, even while the 
living are a dismal faflure. The 
Russian does not scorn the living— 
he pities them. It is the system and 
the cosmic scheme that he ques- 
tions.

EW PROCEDURE TO 
RULE OIL SALES. 


SECRET-BID SYSTEM MODIFTED 
BY FEDERAL COURT. 


Petroleum Handled by Receiver 
in Litigation will go to Highest 
Biider Under an Arrangement 
Agreed on by that Official, Judge 
Biedsoe and Agents. 


After a conference in the cham- 
bers of United States District Judge 
Bledsoe yesterday, in which Judge 
Bledsoe, Howard M. Payne, receiver 
of the oil properties involved in the 
action brought by the government 
against the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company; H. C. Booth, rep- 
resenting the Southern Pacific, and 
representatives of several oil-buying 
concerns took part, it was an- 
nounced that a new policy had been 
agreed on for the sale hereafter of 
the oll placed on the market or de- 


livered under contracts of sale. 
Heretofore, secret bids have been 
received by the receiver and it was 
left to his discretion, supplemented 
vy that of the court, to approve such 
ids. 


There is now such a demand for 
petroleum that those who have not 
heretofore been able to get any oil 
under what is known as the secret 
bid process, are united on the propo- 
sition that there should be open 
bidding for the oifl—-the highest bid- 
der to get the output. 

Receiver Payne, who has collected 
about $6,000,000 in oll] sales since 
his appointment by Judge Bledsoe, 
has been opposed to the open-bid 
arrangement, alleging it afforded an 
opportunity for the big users of oil 
to combine to keep the price low. 

The arrangement agreed upon and 
announced by the court combines 
both plans. It will be In operation 
upon the expiration of the present 
contracts for oil, about thirty of 
which expire in Avgust, and thirty 
days’ notice must be given when 
bids will be received for the pur- 
chase of oil. Secret bids will be re- 
ceived for it, at #0 much per bar- 
rel above the market price, which is 
fixed by the Standard Oil Conmpany, 
and on a day designated the bids 
will be opened. The receiver will 
then announce the name of the 
hiehest bidder and what figure he 
offers. If there is any oil dealer 
or user willing to pay a higher price, 
all he has to do is to indicate the 
size of his bid and how much he 
Wants at that price. The highest 
bidder will get the oil, but not un- 
til after secret bids have been sub- 
mitted.

TREND OF CURRENT POLITICAL 
THOUGHT AND ACTION. 


Announcement a few days ago 
that J. O. Hayes, San Jose editor 
and well-known Republican politi- 
clan, had definitely decided to be- 
come a candidate for Governor 
aroused considerable interest in 
Southern California. It set the 


electors fo serious thinking and 
started a wave of resentment against 
the ambitious north to hog the only 
office of importance that is left. 
The fact that the south has prac- 
tically no representation in the 
United States Senate ie a bitter pill 
and the politicians of the north 
seem determined to rub it in by an 
attempt to secure both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic nominations 
for Governor. If they should suc- 
ceed it would matter little to them 
which one landed the job, as their 
purpose in handing the Governor- 
ship to a man above the Tehachepi 
would be fulfilled. 

That the people of the south will 
unite in an éffort to block the plans 
of their brethren in the other end’ 
of the State is a certainty and the 
next problem is the selection of 4 
man who gan draw the undivided 
support of Southern California, The 
logical candidate under ordinary 
circumstances would be the incum- 
bent, but he f looked upon with 
more or less misgiving by both Pro- 
sressives and Republicans. They 
doubt whether he has the strength 
to combine the factions which have, 
through their failure .to get togeth- 
er, brought about the present unsat- 
isfactory condition, and they are 
uncertain as to how the voters will 
size up his record and past perform- 


ances.

WITCHMEN’S STRIKE 
BOOSTS ALL PRICES. 


WHEAT UNSETTLED, OORN 
STRONG AND OATS JUMP. 


Shorte Make General Rush to 
Cover and Speculative Buying is 
Active — Continued Drought 
Damage Reports Also Tend to 
Advance Values. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRK) 

CHICAGO, 28.—Anxiety over 
shipping complications due to the 
switchmen’s strike did a good deal 
today to cause an all-around ad- 
vance in values of grain and pro- 
visions.

MUNITIONS FACTORY. 


The new factory of the A. J. Sav- 
age Munitions Company, about to be 
built in San Diego, will be a notable 
addition. to the industrial plants of 
the city. 

The company will erect at first 
two single-story factory buildings, 
each 60x300 feet, ground dimen- 
sions, also a smaller building for the 
wood-working department. 

The establishment will be located 
on the bay front, near the municipal 
pier and the Santa Fe station, and 
the buildings will be architecturally 
ornamental, in accordance with a 
genera] system adopted by the City 
Planning Commission. 

The structures will cost $45,000, 
and the machinery equipment, 
$225,000. Electric power will be used 
throughout. 

The company will begin with a 
force of 250 skilled workmen, and 
‘will manufacture various types of 
sporting rifles, repeating shotguns. 
and automatic pistols of seVeral cali- 
bers each. There will also be made 
under the personal supervision of 
Mr. Savage, a newly-invented auto- 
matic machine gun, said to be abso- 
lutely free from accidental “jam- 
ming.” 

Work on the bulldifgs will start 
within thirty days, and it is expected 
that additional structures will soon 
be required because of contracte be- 
ing received from time to time from 
the United States government. 


POTASH INDUSTRY. 


Beach Town Now Said to be Ohlef 
Center of Suppiy in the Coun- 
try—Orders in Hand Ag- 
 gregate a Million 
Dollars. 


Long Beach has become the cen- 
ter of supply for all kelp potash now 
used in the United States, according 
to E. J, Porteous, chief chemist of 
the. Lorned Manufacturing Com- 


pany, one of the numerous kelp- 
“burning factories located on Long 
Beach harbor. 

Mr. Porteous says an wunprece- 
dented demand for the seaweed 
product has been made during the 
past few monthe, for three reasons. 
The German supply on hand has 
been exhausted; the potash is in 
great demnnd beeause of its value 
for the manufacture of powder and 
hich explosives, and the fact that it 
has been discovered to be a highly- 
efficient fertilizer. 

Long Beach is at this time sup- 
plying tne largest portion of the 
country’s supply of kelp fertilizer, 
according to local manufacturers,

BIG TUNA CATCHES. 


Several Los Angeles Companies Op- 
erating with Those of San 
Diego at Latter Port. 
Five Hundred Boats 
Operating. 


A tuna fleet of more than 600 
ocean-going boats are operating out 
of San Diego, bringing in large 
catches. Twelve tuna packing 
Plants of San Pedro, Wilmington 
and Long Beach have consolidated 
their fishing fleets and established 
clearing barges off the San Diego 
municipal pier to handle the catches 
which are very large. 

The tuna are now averaging four- 
teen pounds apiece and about 100 
tons a day are handled by the clear- 
inghouse for the northérn packing 
companies. The local canneries are 
handling a similar amount a day. 

Many of the fishermen are becom- 
ing wealthy frem the big catches as 
tuna is now one of the most profit- 
able varieties of fish to handle. Some 
of the men have in the past op- 
erated off the Grand Banks in the 
Mediterranean and off the Alaskan 


coast. 

The weekly pay roll for the mem- 
bers of the tuna fleet for their 
catches is averaging about $112,000. 
The government has contracted for 
a large per cent. of the 1917 pack.

FALL POTATOES. 


Ranchers Preparing to Plant Heavily 


and Stable Market on 
A of Better Keeping 
Qualities—To Use 
Fertilizers. 


The planting of the fall crop of 
potatoes will begin in the Chino 
ranching district this week. It is 
estimated that at least 2000 acres 
will be put in for the winter har- 
vest. 

Growers who engaged in the po- 
tato business last winter are satis- 
fied with results, because the prices 
have been good all along. One hun- 
dred and fifty sacks to the acre was 
the harvest from some plots. Figur- 
ing that the winter prices will be 
more steady and substantial be- 
cause of the fact that the late po- 
tatoes keep better than the sum- 
mer crop, Chino ranchers are going 
in for potatoes extensively, in fact 
the acreage will be the heaviest ever 
known there. 

One man in this district is pre- 
paring to put in 200 acres of po- 
tatoes dur the next two weeks. 
Practically all of the ranchers are 
Planning to use commercial fertil- 
igers on their soil this fall. 


 MILLIAON-DOLLAR CROP. 

That Oceanside is coming to be 
an important center of a bean-grow- 
ing area is shown by the statement 
that the planting this season. aggre- 
gates 13,600 acres, from which the 
estimated yield is 130,000 sacks, the 
revenue distributed to the growers 
being approximately $1,000,000. Of 
the 13,000 acres devoted to the crop 
7500 are south and east of Ocean- 
side, the remainder being on that 
portion of the great Santa Margarita 
ranch located in San Diego county, 
south of Capistrano. On the Santa 
Margarita ranch the planting is 
practically all of limas.

Realty Men Throng to Sign Applica- 
tions for IAcenses and Bonds, 
The interest of the local real es- 

tate men in the new realty license 

law, which goes into effect day aft- 


er tomorrow, has caused something 
like a “run” on the Los Angeles 
Realty Board headquarters during 
the past few days. Every one in 
the business is eager to secure the 
blank application forms whieh must 
be filled out before the legally-re- 
quired license and bond can be ob- 
tained. Secretary Best of the board 
has been busy from morning until 
night, handing out the forms and 
answering questions about the new 
law. 

Mr. Best has had numerous Guer- 
les as to the form of recommenda- 
tion suitable to accompany applica- 
tions for brokers’ and salesmen’'s li- 
censes. The law requires that each 
broker's application shall be accom- 
panied by testimonials as to the ap- 
plicant’s character, signed by two 
real estate owners. The recom- 
mendation of one employer is fre- 
quired in the case of a salesman.

LAW'S VIOLATED 
IN POWER DEAL. 


City’s Brief Admits Contract 
Opposes Charter. 


“Can’t Dispose of Surplus in 
_ Way Authorized.” 


Supreme Court Eventually to 
Settle Dispute. 


That the power contract now in 
operation is a direct violation of the 
city charter is the admission of at- 
torneys for the Board of Public 
Service Commissioners in a brief 
filed in the Superior Court yesterday. 

“It appears that the city has sur- 
plus power which it cannot dispose 
of in any of the ways authorized,” 
says the document filed with Supe- 
rior Judge Shenk. | 

Action was brought by Attorney 
Paul Overton, general counsel for 
the ‘Los Angeles Gas and Electric 
Corporation, asking Judge Shenk to 
set aside the contract. The princi- 
pal points of attack are agatnst the 
legality of the agreement. The claim 
is made that the contract is a dis- 
posal of the city’s power to private 
companies without the assent of two- 
thirds of the qualified voters. At- 
torney Overton also claims that elec- 
tric power is being given to private 
corporations in violation of the State 
Constitution, which forbids the gift 
of public property to private per- 
sons. 

The conduct of the business, says 
the brief filed by Attorney Overton, 
is entirely in the hands of the com- 
panies, the city having no voice in 
the control of the companies and 
therefore no assurance that in the 
future it will receive anything from 
the companies. There is no obliga- 
tion in the contract whereby the 
companies must produce any reve- 
nue for the city. The whole value 
of the city’s power may be absorbed 
in order to provide profits and pay- 


In its brief the city contends that 
it is distributing its ‘own power 
through an agent. 

Counsel fdr the gas company 
points out that if it is true that the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany f the agent, then the city ts 
liable for all the acts of negligence 
on the part of the employees of that 
corporation in the performance of 
the work and suggests that the city 
might suddenly find iteelf confront- 
ed with heavy damage suits for per- 
sonal injuries caused by workmen 
over whom the city has absolutely 
no control. 

“When defendants admit that the 
city has surplus power which cannot 
be disposed of in ways specifically 
authorized by the charter,” said At- 
torney Overton, “the frank admis- 
sion is made that the city is violat- 
ing the prohibitions of its charter. 
Legally the city’s position is that of 
evasion and avoltdance. 

“The city practically says: =‘“We 
know we are not doing it in the way 
specifically authorized by the char- 
ter, but we think the court ought to 
legislate for us and thus relieve us 
of the just criticiem for not providing 
in advance for the proper distribu- 
tion of the city’s electric power. We 
are now afraid to submit the matter 
to the people, as the charter pro- 
vides, for fear the Voters would not 
approve of the deal we have made.’ ” 

Counsel for the gas company con- 
tend “that the evidence demon- 
strates a plain out-and-out sale by 
the city of its electric power to 
these companies.” 

“But why does not the agreement 
set out the real purpose and intent 
of the parties? The answer is sim- 
ple. The defendants are attempting 
to evade the express prohibitions of 
the charter. Evasion requires in- 
genuity, and ingenuity is here shown 
in a written instrument which really 
contains the terme of the secret sale 
of the city’s power to the companies 
without openly declaring the trans- 
action to be a sale.” 

Many objections were filed against 
the contract In its final form. It was 
contended that the overwhelming 
vote of the people against the deal 
showed how the voters feel toward 
the agreement with the city and pri- 
vate corporations. 

The briefs were all filed vesterday 
and the case is to be taken under 
advisement ov Judee Shenk this 
week. The decision will be of tm- 
portance because of the bearing it 
will have on many cases now pend- 
ing in the Superior Courts of this 
States, 

Both contending parties believe 
the matter will go to the Supreme 
Court.

Father in Sir James M. Barrie's 
playlet, “The New World.” 

When “Pamela” was written the 
author created the character of 
Allan Greame with Mr. Trevor in 
mind, but later on its production at 
the Rovalty Theater he was unable 
to assume the part owing to an en- 
gagement he could not break. It re- 
mained for Los Angeles to have the 
first opportunity of seeing Mr. Trevor 
in the role that was originally writ- 
ten for him.

SCHOOLS’ FOOD 
WORK PRAISED. 


Garden Movement Here Sets 
Nation an Example. 
Opinion of Leading Expert in 
War Crop Campaign. 


Child's Part ia 
_ Must be Appreciated. 


Dr. Van Evrie Kilpatrick of New 
York, known as the father of the 
school gardens movement in the 
United States and who, incidentally, 
is principal of the echools of New 
York City, has just finished a tour 
of inspection of this class of gar- 


dens in Los Angeles, which he de- 


clares to be “very, very good.” 


School gardens, such as those of 
this city, are a mighty contribution 
to the war garden movément and 
the entering wedge in the battle 
against the common enemy, General 
High Cost of Living, said Dr. Kil- 
patrick yesterday. 

The much-abused middleman is 
not altogether to b according 
to the school garden head, for there 
is a real shortage of food, due to 
the fact that we are becoming a na- 
tion of non-producing city dwellers. 
And the child is the key to the sit- 
vation, for through the child the 
country in a measure can be

ATTENDED CONVENTION, 


Dr. Kilpatrick came west to at- 
tend the National Educational Con- 
vention at Portland, in connection 
with which was held the meeting 
of the School Gardens Association 
of America, of which he is presi- 
dent. For two days he was piloted 
about Los Angeles gardens by Clay- 
ton F. Palmer and J. B. Lillard. 
agricultural directors of the city 


visited gardens aggregating 
hundreds of acres and all showing 


evidence of the greatest care and 
fruitfulness,” said the visitor. “The 
most striking thing to me is that 
gardening in the public schools of 
Los Angeles, the fame of which has 
become nation-wide, has contrib- 
uted as a background to the whole 
civic movement toward food gar- 
dens. More or less unconsciously, 
possibly the civic organizations pro- 
moting and leading in this work 
have rested upon the public schools. 
The work of the past few years in 
these schools has been a training so 
powerful that Los Angeles unques- 
tionably has taken a commanding 
position in this endeavor beyond 
most cities of our country. 

“I visited a great number of 
splendid school gardens. These are 
not only among the most beautiful 
I have ever seen in the United 
States or Canada, but they show 
evidence of organization and sup- 
port of the school work. I was par- 
ticularly impressed with the work 
of a school in one of the congested 
quarters of the city. The influence 
of the principal! of this school upon 
the community was most evident. 
Beginning at the threshold of the 
school and at the gate of the school 
garden, the home gardens began and 
— throughout her entire dis- 
trict. : 

SET GREAT EXAMPLE. 

“Los Angeles and its splendid 
school system owe much by way of 
example in this food production to 
the entire country. This work im- 
presses me not only as a great addi- 
tion to the potency of its school 
work, but as a great civic influetice 
in a timely preparation that will be 
felt everywhere in the land. I hope 
Los Angeles will persist tn this en- 
deavor and make it ever greater. 

“Nothing proves moré conclusive- 
ly to my mind the necessgry relation 
between the school and home gar- 
dens. The home gardens of Los 
Angeles have grown out of the school 
gardens. We never will have home 
gardens until we have school gar- 
dens, and school gardens which do 
not result in home gardens are not 
worth the space they take. 

“We must learn that the child is 
not going to do something at home 
unless his teacher thinks it is worth 
doing at school. Possibly a more 
valuable thought than all is that we 
must come to a realization that the 
child's part in food production is a 
fundamental factor in education. The 
child who does not receive this out- 
door training is deprived of his 
natural birthricht.”

Speaker Objects to Nations ; 

Arming Themselves. 


|| Says Ethical Standards and

“Under the system of forty-eight 
theoretically independent nationg 
that exists today,” declared Dr. Bé- 
ward B. Krehbiel, lecturing before 
the summer session of the University” 
of Southern California, “the use of 
force is the edge of the tool by 
which we seek to secure safety and 
peace. That is self-defeat.” 

Dr. Krehbiel’s topic was “National 
Self-defeat,” and he argued that na« 


tions, by competing, defeated their 
own ends. 


“Because the nation has force be” 
hind it, and internationalism has no 


force,” he said, “thererore treaties” 
are of no avail. 

“Preparedness is necessary under 
the national system, but the system 
defeats preparedness, because the 
rival nations are preparing, too. 
Preparedness becomes of no avail. 

“We prepare in order that we may 
be so strong that no nation will dare 
attack us. And the other nations do 
likewise—all to secure peace. In 
the end we arrive at the logical im- 
passe where the peace of the earth 
is not secure unless each nation is 
stronger than any other nation. 
“The system of national competi- 
tion threatens democracy. In the 
name of self-protection the nation - 
must show a solid front. For law 
you substitute military law. In war 
time you secure efficiency at the ex- — 


pense of individual prerogative. 


“I am not only anti-German, but 
I am more anti-German than most. 
I abhor the German system of 
force, of militarism, of caste, s0 
much that I want to see it biotted 
out, not only in Germany, but every- 


w 

BLOW AT RELIGION. 
“The national system puts the 
premium upon patriotism of the 
ultrajingo sort. The man who 
shouts ‘Wolf!’ is regarded as more 
patriotic than the man who says: 
‘Come, let us reason’ together.’ So 
the national system defeats its own 
chance for reform by refusing te 
listen to those who would reform it. 
“The nationa] system strikes & 
terrific biow at religion. Every na- 
tion asserts God to be on its side. 
That is virtually extending conscrip- 
tion to God.

I was reminded 
of the comment made by the auto- 
mobile editor of The Times: “No 
one has ever been able to describe it 
and I won't even attempt it.” 


LAND OF VACATIONISTS. 


We continued down into the val- 
ley, passing under the shadow of Ei 
Capitan, through the forests of se- 
qrome, pines and oaks, skirting the 
bank of the Merced River into 
Yosemite Falis Camp. Rounding a 
curve brought to view the wonder- 
‘ful Yosemite Falls.

FEVER IN HAWAII, TOO. pa Two, FOUR AND SIX-MILE 


SMASHES 
SPEED RECORDS. 


ROM far-away Hawaii comes 
F the report that the motor fever 

has spread throughout the 
South Sea Isles. In a letter from 
D. F. Sullivan, Chevrolet distributor 
in Hawali, to L. V. Starr, vice- 
president of the J. W. Leavitt Com- 
pany, Pacific Coast distributors of 
the car, he says more than 6250 
motor vehicles have been registered 
for the territory of Hawali, 


' The Department of Commerce 
gives figures which indicate that 
the automobile field is rapidly grow- 
ing larger in Hawaii and that the 
number of machines imported is 
constantly increasing. Of the 6250 
vehicles in the territory of Hawaii, 
3465 are owned by natives of the 
Island of Oahu. The estimated value 
of the 6250 cars is $6,250,000. 

During the month of March, 1917, 
there were 212 automobiles import- 
ed, with a valuation of $204,400, 
against 177 machines during the 
same month of the previous vear, at 
a total valuation of $153,842. 

Another startling increase shown 
in the figures is in the nine months 
ending March, 1915, and in the nine 
months ending March, 1917. In 
‘1915 there were 662 automobiles im- 
ported at a valuation of $750,784, 
against the 1917 importation of 1461 
ears at a valuation of $1,411,378. 
This is an increase of 799 machines 
and an increase in valuation of 
$660,630.

665 valuation for the nine months 
ending March, 1917. 

Automobile manufacturers, ac- 
cording to Sullivan, have just re- 
cently realized the importance of 
Hawaii as a field for automobiles. 
As evidence of this, Honolulu has 
been visited by more representatives 
‘of the motor car industry this year 
than in all other years combined. 
The majority of the representatives 
were not only satisfied with the in- 
vestigation of the prospects on 
Oahu,” but visited the other Islands 
where the motor situation was 
thoroughly studied. 

Realizing that permanent roads 
must be built and maintained where 
there is: extensive motor travel, 
Hawali has set aside this year $2,- 
500,000, which will be used in the 
construction of belt roads and main 
highways. Of this sum, $1,197,000 
was appropriated by the Legislature. 
In addition to the Territorial sum, 
approximately $500,000 will be ex- 
pended by the four counties of Ha-

PORTSMEN will find numerous 
changes of a minor nature in 
the new game laws which be- 
Came effective last Friday, among 
which are several which are in line 
with advanced thought in the rod 
and gun game. Many of the new 
enactments will become very popu- 
lar when they are generally under- 
stood. 

Widespread approval among deer 
hunters has greeted the ruling of 
Executive Secretary Westerfeld of 
the Fish and Game Commission per- 
mitting deer legally shot in open dis- 
trigis to be transported or possessed 
in whe game refuges, the only oppo- 
sities. being voiced by those who do 
not gtve all others the same credit 


for hy, y of intention that they 
assume themselves. The State 
board is pow working upon a plan 


to preven4 much abuse of the great j 
privilege afforded by this new law 
even by the small proportion who 
might take advantage of the chance 
to perjure themselves. The execu- 
tive ruling will make it much easier 
to maintain existing refuges and in- 
crease them as needed, putting eup- 
port of many sportsmen behind this 
form of conservation who opposed 
it before as unduly complicating and 
inconveniencing the use of one’s 
deer after he had shot it. A pro- 
vision to simplify and safeguard the 
legalizing of transportation of deer 
by triplicate affidavit, making these 
somewhat easier to secure afield, is 
contemplated and will be announced 
shortly. 

Far-sighted Bear Valley duck 
hunters won their fight when Sena- 
tor King’s bill to stop all hunting of 
ducks in that district by means of 
power boats was approved by the 
Governor and enacted into law. Only 
row and sailboats can be used now, 
hunting with any boat which has 
power in her being prima-facie evi- 
dence of violation of the law. The 
former law was almost a dead let- 
ter. “A boat in motion” was too 
loose to define. 

From Washington comes the news 
that the Biological Survey, intrust- 
ed with enforcement of the Federal 
migratory bird regulations, has ac- 
ceeded to a general demand from 
duck hunters and will soon hold a 
hearing to change the dally season 
from the present sunrise-sunset to 
half an hour before and after, as un- 
der the California State law. It i 
considered that this hearing is a 
perfunctory matter, and the change 
will be made, as no one seems op- 
posed to it.
